The sugar glider i is a small tree- 
dwelling marsupial*, about seven 
inches long. Sugar gliders live in 
the forests of New Guinea and 
Australia and eat the sweet sap of 
eucalyptus and acacia trees. These 
critters can glide through the air 
from tree to tree, covering up to 160 
feet in one jump.

The sugar glider has a thin, furry membrane of skin, called 
the patagium (puh-TAY-jee-um), that stretches between 
the wrist and ankle on either side of its body. When the ani- 
mal leaps, the extended membrane works like a parachute and lets the 
sugar glider swoop between trees (left), steering with its bushy tail. 


The sugar glider’s landings are actually hee collisions. The glider 
crashes belly-first into a tree and bounces backwards, grabbing and dig- 
ging into the tree trunk with its clawed feet to keep from falling. 


Onc sugar-glider nest can house as many as 12 gliders. To tell the differ- 
ence between residents and party crashers, male sugar gliders use their 
scent glands to mark the other members of the nesting group. Then res- 
idents can figure out with a quick sniff who belongs. 


To coed their odor, male sugar gliders have an unusually large number 
of scent glands—on their butts, chests, and even foreheads.
